N EVER-before-seen 
pictures of Scientology 
devotee John Travolta 
show the Hollywood star 
in the early ’90s rallying 
fellow worshippers on board 
the church’s cruise ship, 
Freewinds — where sources 
claimed members are “almost 
worked to death!” 

The actor, now 65, was 
photographed leading what an 
insider called a Scientology 
“pep rally” for the devout who 
pay as much as $1 million to 
cruise the Caribbean. 

In exclusive photos obtained 
by The National ENQUIRER, 
John is seen with “Right 
Back Where We Started 
From” hitmaker Maxine 
Nightingale, who served 
as singer in the luxury 
cruise liner’s band. 

Meanwhile — 
unbeknownst to John 
and other elite guests — 
members of the church’s 
Sea Org paramilitary 


wing, including some 
allegedly as young as 12, were 
forced to toil as punishment in 
the ship’s engine rooms, said 
sources. 

Former Freewinds engineer 
and administrator Scott 
Campbell, 56, said he was 
tasked with picking up John, 
a senior church member, from 
an Aruba airport for his visit 
to the docked ship.
